Although the Proposition also provides for a pen- 
centage of profits to go to charitable ventures, the crea¬ 
tion of those which do not now exist would require a new, 
expensive bureaucratic superstructure. 

Van de Kamp said Hardie has filed a campaign state¬ 
ment, but he has failed to turn over campaign cash re¬ 
ceipts and expenditure records as required to by Cali¬ 
fornia’s Fair Political Practices Commission. Hardie is 
scheduled to appear before the Superior Court to face 
contempt charges. 

'This is a volatile industry with a great potential for 
corruption In the fixing of races, and presents law en¬ 
forcement with significant problems, unless the most strin¬ 
gent public safeguards are provided,” Van de Kamp said. 

“In sum, one could come to the conclusion that this 
proposition was organized, directed, and produced by the 
Mad Hatter, Boss Tweed and P. T. Bamum. It should be 
opposed by every Californian for the ripoff it is. 

"Between now and November, I intend to work with 
Sheriff Peter Pitchess and District Attorneys from around 
the state in opposing this measure."_
